Resolution  amending  the  budget  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  Gity  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  for  fiscal  year  2003-2004  to  allow  the  Controller  to  increase  the  tax 
increments  distributed  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  in  accordance  with  the  Tax 
Increment  Allocation  Pledge  Agreements  for  Mission  Bay  North  and  Mission  Bay 
South. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  Mission  Bay  North 
Redevelopment  Plan  on  October  26,  1998  with  the  passage  of  Ordinance  Number  327-98, 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  Mission  Bay  South  Redevelopment  Plan  on 
November  2,  1998  with  the  passage  of  Ordinance  Number  335-98;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Concurrent  with  the  adoption  of  the  respective  Redevelopment  Plans  for 
Mission  Bay  North  and  South,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No,  884-98  and 
Resolution  No.  887-98  approving  and  authorizing  the  execution  of  Tax  Increment  Allocation. 
Pledge  Agreements  (hereafter,  "Tax  Allocation  Agreements")  between  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  and  the  City  for  each  of  the  Redevelopment  Areas  in  Mission  Bay  North  and  South, 
which  Tax  Allocation  Agreements  pledge  all  tax  increments  from  such  Redevelopment  Areas 
to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  pay  for  the  costs  of  public  infrastructure  and  affordable 
housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Each  of  the  Tax  Allocation  Agreements  requires  the  City  to  take  such 
actions  as  are  necessary  to  appropriate  Net  Available  Increment  to  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  to  pay  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency's  indebtedness  under  the  Financing  Plan,  and, 

WHEREAS,  Because  of  differences  in  the  timing  of  the  adoption  of  the  Redevelopment 
Agency's  annual  budget  and  the  date  property  taxes  are  determined,  adjustments  to  the 
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1  Redevelopment  Agency's  annual  budget  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  accurately  appropriate 

2  Net  Available  Increment  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  for  its  indebtedness  under  the 

3  Financing  Plans  for  Mission  Bay  North  and  South;  and, 

4  WHEREAS,  In  order  to  ensure  that  Net  Available  Increments  are  paid  to  the

[Development  of  Property  Located  at  Broadway  and  Battery  Streets  For  Affordable  Housing] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  to  enter  into  a  lease  disposition 
and  development  agreement  and  below  market  long-term  ground  lease  with  Chinatown 
Community  Development  Center,  a  nonprofit  public  benefit  corporation,  for  the 
development  of  affordable  housing,  together  with  a  child  care  center,  neighborhood- 
serving  commercial  space,  and  associated  parking  on  real  property  located  on  the 
south  side  of  Broadway  between  Battery  and  Front  streets;  affirming  the  Planning 
Commission's  adoption  of  the  mitigated  negative  declaration  for  the  project;  adopting 
environmental  findings  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act;  and  adopting 
findings  that  the  project  is  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  Eight  Priority 
Policies  of  City  Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 


WHEREAS,  On  January  1 1 , 1999,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No. 
27-99,  File  No.  98-2098,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 

Q31404  ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully 

herein,  approving  in  principle  the  disposition  of  three  parcels  that  were  formerly  owned  by  the 
California  Department  of  Transportation  as  part  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  Embarcadero 
Freeway;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  No.  27-99  the  Board  approved  in  principle  the  use  by  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  ("MOH")  of  Block  141,  Lot  1 1  (Broadway  between  Battery  Street 
and  Front  Street)  (the  "Site")  for  the  development  of  affordable  housing  consistent  with 

Proposition  A  approved  by  the  voters  in  November  1996;  and,  , 
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WHEREAS,  Resolution  27-99  authorized  MOH  to  issue  a  request  for  qualifications  or 
proposals  for  a  developer  to  purchase  or  lease  the  Site  at  less  than  fair  market  value  for  the 
development  of  affordable  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Board  Resolution  No.  27-99  stipulates  that  disposition  of  the  Site  is  subject 
to  the  receipt  of  any  required  Board  of  Supervisors'  approval;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  April  1999  MOH  issued  a  Request  for  Qualifications  (the  "RFQ")  to 
select  a  qualified  nonprofit  or  for-profit  developer  working  in  partnership  with  a  qualified 
nonprofit  developer  to  create  a  development  proposal  for  the  Site,  which  would  include  not 
more  than  100  units  of  affordable  housing,  a  childcare  center,  neighborhood-serving 
commercial  space  and  parking  facility  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  selection  committee  established  by  MOH  evaluated  responses  to  the 
RFQ  and  based  on  developers'  responses  and  qualifications,  the  selection  committee 
recommended  to  the  Mayor  that  MOH  commence  negotiations  with  and  enter  into  an 
Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement  ("ENA")  with  Chinatown  Community  Development  Center 
("Developer"),  a  qualified  nonprofit  developer,  for  the  purpose  of,  among  other  things, 
negotiating  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  City,  through  MOH,  would  enter  into  a 
long  term  ground  lease  for  the  site;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  ENA  expires,  as  extended,  on  September  30,  2003;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  Project  as  currently  proposed  by  the  Developer  and  MOH  will  serve  a 
public  purpose  of  the  City  and  will  consist  of  87  units  of  affordable  rental  housing  for  low  and 
very  low  income  families,  a  childcare  center,  neighborhood-serving  commercial  space  and 
parking  for  the  housing  to  be  built  within  the  existing  84-foot  height  limit  for  the  Site;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  Site  is  currently  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City's  Department  of 
Public  Works  ("DPW")  and  DPW  is  seeking  to  transfer  jurisdiction  of  the  Site  to  the  Mayor's 
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Office  of  Housing  under  Board  Resolution  No.     606-03  ,  to  be  considered 

concurrently  with  this  resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  implement  the  Project,  MOH  and  the  Developer  negotiated  a 
Lease  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  (the  "DDA")  and  long-term  ground  lease  of 
the  Site  (the  "Lease"),  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.      031404  ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  considered  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  MOH  and 
the  proposed  DDA  and  Lease;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Board  Resolution  No.  27-99  provides  that  any  proceeds  from  the 
disposition  of  the  Site  shall  be  used  in  accordance  with  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Section 
72,  to  the  extent  such  proceeds  are  deemed  necessary  by  the  City's  Waterfront 
Transportation  Project  to  fulfill  the  City's  obligations  under  that  Section  to  provide  local  street 
access  comparable  to  that  provided  by  the  former  Embarcadero  Freeway  (the  "Mid- 
Embarcadero  Roadway  Project" )  and,  to  that  end,  the  Lease  provides  that  the  Developer  will 
pay  all  rent  under  the  lease,  totaling  $500,000,  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  such 
project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Section  72  the  City 
constructed  the  Mid-Embarcadero  Roadway  Project  the  total  cost  of  the  Mid-Embarcadero 
Roadway  construction  was  $75,571,883  of  which  the  City  paid  $62,946,962  through  various 
grants.  The  remainder  of  the  cost  was  paid  with  a  San  Francisco  Transportation  Authority 
loan  of  which  DPW  is  obligated  to  repay  $5,600,000.  The  Lease  amount  will  be  paid  to  DPW 
which,  together  with  funds  received  by  the  City  from  the  sale  of  other  former  Embarcadero 
Roadway  parcels,  will  repay  the  Transportation  Authority  loan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  DDA,  before  MOH  delivers  the  lease  to  the  Site,  the  Developer 
must  satisfy  certain  conditions  including:  (i)  obtain  MOH  approval  of  the  construction 
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documents  for  the  Project,  (ii)  obtain  all  regulatory  approvals  required  to  commence 
construction  of  the  Project,  (iii)  secure  issuance  of  building  permits  for  the  Project,  (iv)  obtain 
Board  of  Supervisors  approval  of  the  DDA,  Lease  and  any  other  related  agreements,  (v) 
obtain  financing  for  the  Project  acceptable  to  MOH,  and  (vi)  accept  the  Site  "as-is",  without 
representation  or  warranty  by  MOH;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  term  of  the  Lease  is  65  years,  with  one  34-year  option  to  extend,  for  a 
maximum  term  of  99  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MOH  has  committed  approximately  $10  million  of  appropriated  affordable 
housing  funds  to  the  Project,  for  which  the  Developer  must  maintain  the  Project  as  housing 
affordable  to  households  whose  income  does  not  exceed  50%  of  area  median  income  for  a

[Immediate  Release  of  Ciaran  Ferry] 

Resolution  urging  the  Bureau  of  Customs  and  Immigration  to  grant  asylum  to  Ciaran 
Ferry. 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  has  historically  been  a  place  of  refuge  for  immigrants 
escaping  political  turmoil,  war,  and  economic  hardships  in  their  country  of  origin;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  January  30th,  2003,  The  Bureau  of  Customs  and  Immigration 
Enforcement  (formerly  INS)  arrested  Ciaran  Ferry,  a  thirty  one-year  old  Irish  citizen.  He  was 
attending  a  formal  interview  with  his  wife  in  relation  to  his  pending  permanent  residence 
application  that  was  filed  a  year  earlier.  The  official  charge  against  Mr.  Ferry  was  overstaying 
his  visa;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Bureau  of  Customs  and  Immigration  Services  own  regulations. 
Ciaran  was  legally  in  status  when  he  filled  his  "green  card"  application  in  early  2002;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Homeland  has  refused  to  disclose  its  reason  for 
holding  Mr.  Ferry  and  refused  to  adjudicate  his  residency  application,  despite  the  fact  that 
others  in  Mr.  Ferry's  positions  are  approved  for  permanent  residency  on  a  daily  basis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Ferry's  imprisonment  is  driven  by  political  reasons  due  to  his  arrest  by 
British  authorities  on  March  1993,  after  two  weapons  were  found  in  a  car  in  which  he  was  a 
passenger.

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  provided  the  rent  for  the  commencement  of  the 
Extension  Term  is  below  the  Director  of  Property's  determination  of  fair  market  rent,  the 
Director  of  Property  shall  be  authorized  to  exercise  the  Extension  Option  for  the  additional  ten 
year  Extension  Term;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  shall  accept  the  Premises  in  their  present 
condition  and  the  City,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  be  responsible  for  all  renovations, 
alterations  and  upgrades  to  the  Premises  and  all  installation  of  equipment  necessary  for  the  4 
City's  intended  use  and  for  payments  of  all  utilities  and  services  used  by  City  at  the  Premises; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Lease  shall  include  a  clause  approved  by  the  City 
Attorney,  indemnifying  and  holding  harmless  the  Lessor,  from  and  agreeing  to  defend  the 
Landlord  against  any  and  all  claims,  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation, 
reasonable  attorney's  fees,  incurred  as  a  result  of  City's  use  of  the  Premises,  any  default  by 
the  City  in  the  performance  of  any  of  its  material  obligations  under  the  Lease,  or  any  negligent 
acts  or  omissions  of  City  or  its  agents,  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  property  on  which 
the  Premises  are  located,  excluding  those  claims,  costs  and  expenses  incurred  as  a  result  of 
the  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Landlord  or  its  agents;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  any  action  taken  by  any  City  employee  or  official  with 
respect  to  this  Lease  is  hereby  ratified  and  affirmed;  and,  be  it,

Resolution  endorsing  the  California  Mental  Health  Services  Act  initiative  for  the 
November  2004  statewide  ballot. 

WHEREAS,  An  estimated  20%  of  all  Americans  will  experience  a  diagnosable  serious 
mental  illness  sometime  in  their  lifetime;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  State  of  California  statistics  from  2000,  5.4%  or  1 .3  million 
Californians  have  a  serious  mental  illness;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  spends  more  than  $1  billion  to  incarcerate  and  treat  15%  of  the 
inmate  population  -  or  roughly  24,000  California  inmates  with  mental  illness,  not  including 
local  corrections  costs  such  as  San  Francisco  Jail  Psychiatric  Services; 

WHEREAS,  California's  prisons  and  jails  have  become  de-facto  mental  institutions  - 
the  latest  data  available  indicates  that  California  spends  an  estimated  $1 .2  to  1 .8  billion  on 
criminal  justice  law  enforcement  dealing  with  people  with  mental  illness;  and 

WHEREAS,  Comprehensive  mental  health  services,  such  as  those  available  through 
the  Integrated  Services  Program  (AB  34),  demonstrate  that  for  roughly  $35  to  $50  per  day, 
these  same  individuals  can  access  needed  services  that  for  most  ultimately  lead  to  a  return  to 
employment  and  an  ability  to  get  off  of  public  assistance  (Source:  California  Department  of 
Correction  2002  and  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  2002); 

WHEREAS,  An  estimated  20  to  40%  of  the  homeless  population  suffer  from  mental 
illness;  more  than  50,000  individuals  with  disabling  mental  illness  live  on  and  off  the  streets  of 
California;  and 

WHEREAS,  Individuals  that  have  disabling  mental  illness  and  are  homeless  are  often 
incarcerated  for  nuisance  and  petty  crimes  but  when  offered  comprehensive  community 
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based  treatment  and  safe  housing  -  the  incarceration  and  homeless  rate  drops  to  less  than 
2%  (Source:  AB  34  2002  Report,  State  Department  of  Mental  Health);  and 

WHEREAS,  An  estimated  8,500  to  15,000  people  in  San  Francisco  are  homeless  or  on 
the  edge  of  homelessness  and  approximately  30%  of  the  homeless  population  has  a  disabling 
mental  illness;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  estimates  that 
there  are  1,350  individuals  with  mental  health  diagnoses,  substance  abuse  diagnoses  and/or 
other  chronic  medical  condition  who  have  been  homeless  in  San  Francisco  for  more  than  a 
year;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  its  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  detailing  its  homeless  and  housing 
programs  and  services,  DPH  indicates  that  wrap  around  services  such  as  those  provided  by 
AB  2034/AB  34  have  yielded  the  greatest  success  in  serving  this  population;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  President's  New  Freedom  Commission  on  Mental  Health,  released  in^| 
July  of  2003,  sited  the  AB  34  program  as  a  "model  program"  worthy  of  emulation  by  others 
states  and  Governor  Davis  Interagency  Taskforce  on  Homelessness  in  2002  recognized  AB 
34  as  one  of  the  few  effective  programs  that  addresses  the  vulnerable  population  of  homeless 
individuals  with  mental  illness;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  coalition  of  mental  health  advocates  and  providers  statewide  drafted  and 
is  preparing  to  circulate  the  California  Mental  Health  Services  Act  (the  'Act")  for  the  November 
2004  ballot;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Act,  if  approved  by  voters,  will  provide  for  the  following: 
>  Expanded  mental  health  care  programs  for  children  and  adults,  including 
services  to  persons  currently  disabled  by  mental  illness,  persons  showing  signs  of 
mental  illness  in  need  of  prevention  services,  and  to  families  and  caregivers  of 
those  affected;  and 
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>  An  "integrated  services"  model  to  provide  a  range  of  services,  an  approach 
proven  through  programs  created  under  AB  34,  including  outreach,  medical  care, 
short  and  long-term  housing,  prescription  drugs,  vocational  training,  and  self-help 
and  social  rehabilitation;  and 

>  Services  to  persons  and  families  without  insurance,  or  for  whom  insurance 
coverage  of  mental  health  care  has  been  exhausted,  including  a  sliding  scale 
family  payment  obligation  capped  at  $2,000  per  year  for  families  earning  more  than 
the  statutorily  defined  median  income;  and 

>  Children's  services  targeted  to  those  not  covered  by  existing  programs, 
particularly  those  with  untreated  mental  disorders  placing  them  at  risk  of  severe 
mental  illness,  removal  from  home,  suicide  or  violent  behavior;  and 

>  Assurance  that  parents  will  not  be  required  to  relinquish  custody  of  a  child  in 
order  to  make  the  child  eligible  for  medically  necessary  mental  health  care  services; 
and 

>  Funding  for  expanded  programs  through  a  surcharge  on  income  above  $1 
million  per  year,  by  establishing  a  1%  surcharge  applied  to  each  dollar  earned 
over  $1  million,  yielding  approximately  $600  million  annually;  and 

>  An  oversight  and  accountability  commission  to  supervise  new  mental  health 
care  programs;  and 

>  Hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  in  savings,  based  on  experience  with  AB  34 
programs  that  demonstrate  that  by  treating  mental  illness  earlier  and  more 
effectively,  savings  are  generated  in  reduced  hospital  costs,  jail  costs,  and  medical 
and  welfare  costs;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  California  Mental  Health  Services  Act,  if  approved  by  voters  in 
November  2004,  will  greatly  enhance  funding  for  local  mental  health  treatment,  including  DPH 
recommended  strategies  to  improve  homeless  housing  and  services;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  In  April  2003,  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  staff  detected  soil 
destabiiization  on  the  downhill  side  of  a  section  of  Early  Intake  Switchback  Road  that  had 
been  stabilized  in  1995  to  counteract  continuing  effects  of  a  landslide  that  had  covered  the 
roadway  in  1 965,  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  13,  2003,  a  team  of  geologists  and  geotechnical  engineers 
surveyed  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Early  Intake  Switchback  Road  and  found  both  a  number  of 
landslides  downhill  from  the  roadway  as  well  as  movement  of  the  roadway;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  Engineers, 
this  roadway  has  a  substantial  likelihood  of  imminent  failure  if  it  is  not  re-stabilized  before  this 
coming  winter;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Collapse  of  the  Early  Intake  Switchback  Road  would  result  in  total  loss  of 
year-round  access  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  powerhouses  on  the  Tuolumne  and  Cherry  Rivers,

Resolution  commending  the  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  Preparatory  School  on  its  150th 
Anniversary,  celebrating  its  legacy  of  graduating  more  than  80,000  high  school 
students  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  in  celebrating  the  Grand  Opening 
of  the  Daughters  of  Charity  Foundation,  Sister  Teresa  Piro,  DC,  Student  Life  Center. 

WHEREAS,  What  began  as  two  separate  schools,  a  day  school  established  by  the 
Daughters  of  Charity  known  as  St.  Vincent's  and  later  renamed  to  Cathedral  High  School 
("SHCP"),  and  a  high  school  for  600  boys  operated  by  The  Christian  Brothers  known  as 
Sacred  Heart  High  School,  which  continues  to  be  a  coeducational  college  preparatory  high 
school  serving  1 ,200  students;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1987,  these  two  schools  merged,  and  SHCP  has  continued  to  schedule 
a  co-ed,  co-curricuiar  program  for  1,200  students  within  a  facility  designed  only  for  a  single- 
sex  student  body  of  approximately  600  students;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  continued  growth  of  the  student  population,  the  current 
campus  lacks  a  facility  that  can  accommodate  both  the  full  student  body  and  the  extended 
school  family  for  an  ever-growing  number  of  school  programs,  activities  and  special  events;

WHEREAS,  In  1993,  Sacred  Heart  Cathedral  Preparatory  engaged  in  a  comprehensive 
community-wide  survey  to  determine  the  future  needs  of  the  School;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  evidence  withheld  from  Tennison  and  his  counsel  included  the 
withdrawal  by  the  prosecution  of  payments  for  witnesses  from  a  "Secret  Witness  Fund,"  a 
polygraph  exam  given  to  a  prosecution  witness  in  order  to  coerce  her  to  retract  a  recantation 
that  showed  the  entire  prosecution  was  based  on  false  testimony,  the  suppression  of  a 
videotaped  interview  of  a  witness  showing  that  the  prosecution  possessed  critical  information

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  that  the  prosecution  is 
constitutionally  obligated  to  provide  to  an  accused  and  his  counsel  evidence  that  may 
potentially  exculpate  him;  and 

WHEREAS,  United  States  District  Judge  Claudia  Wilken  found  that  Tennison's  right  to 
a  fair  trial  had  been  violated,  and  overturned  the  conviction  on  August  26,  2003;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Judge  Wilken  found  the  case  against  Tennison  to  be  weak  and  that  the 
prosecution  withheld  key  evidence  from  the  defense;  and 

WHEREAS,  Judge  Wilken  concluded  that  regarding  the  only  two  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution — young  girls  aged  11  and  14 — one  was  improperly  coached  by  the  prosecution 
and  the  other's  credibility  was  suspect;  and 

WHEREAS,  Judge  Wilken  concluded  that  the  prosecution  withheld  from  Tennison  and 
his  counsel  evidence  that  it  had  sought  and  received  $2500  from  a  "Secret  Witness  Fund" 
within  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  to  pay  a  witness  in  this  case,  and  that  one  of  the 
prosecution's  two  witnesses  recanted  her  identification  of  Tennison  as  being  at  the  scene  of 
the  crime  and  informed  the  prosecution  that  she  was  coerced  by  the  other  young  girl  to  testify 
falsely  against  Tennison,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  conviction  of  John  "J.J"  Tennison  in  1990  was  an  egregious 
miscarriage  of  justice;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tennison  has  been  imprisoned  since  1990  for  a  crime  for  which  he  was 
innocent;  and 

WHEREAS,  Attorneys  Elliot  Peters,  Ethan  Balogh.  Dan  Purcell,  and  Stacey  Wexler  of 
the  San  Francisco  law  firm  Keker  &  Van  Nest,  LLP  took  Tennison's  case  on  a  pro  bono  basis 
in  2001;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  attorneys  won  a  court  order  in  2001  permitting  them  to  depose  key 
members  of  the  prosecution  team,  through  which  they  uncovered  significant  evidence 
previously  withheld  by  the  prosecution  which  demonstrated  Tennison's  innocence;  and 

WHEREAS.  These  attorneys  donated  more  than  1200  hours  of  their  time  to 
Tennison's  case,  ultimately  resulting  in  Tennison's  conviction  being  overturned  and  vacated,

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WHEREAS,  Subsequent  to  the  work  of  the  Keker  &  Van  Nest  attorneys,  Tennison's 
codefendant  Antoine  Goff  was  likewise  exonerated;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  in  conjunction  with  the  development  of  the  office  projects  at  350  Bush 
Street  and  500  Pine  Street:  (i)  approving  the  conveyance  of  a  parcel  of  property  to  the 
city,  which  parcel  shall  be  improved  and  maintained  as  a  public  park  at  no  cost  to  the 
city,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  established  documentation  developed  by  the  City 
Attorney's  Office  and  the  projects'  sponsors  (ii)  authorizing  execution  of

WHEREAS,  The  amount  of  sun  hours  added  to  the  expanded  park  by  the  Bush  Open 
Space  will  exceed  the  amount  of  shadow  hours  added  by  the  Bush  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  Pine  LLC  proposes  to  convey  the  Pine  Open  Space  to  the  City 
as  a  further  expansion  of  St.  Mary's  Square  Park  (the  Bush  Open  Space  together  with  the 
Pine  Open  Space  shall  collectively  be  referred  to  as  the  "Square  Expansion");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Square  Expansion  will  consist  of  a  single  air  space  parcel  improved 
as  a  public  park,  commencing  at  the  top  surface  of  the  unfinished  roof  slab  at  the  fourth  floor 
of  the  Pine  Building  and  extending  vertically  approximately  twenty-five  (25)  feet  upwards  and

WHEREAS,  The  expansion  of  the  park  will  provide  sunlit  areas  for  use  during  the

Resolution  approving  an  Exchange  Agreement  with  the  State  Lands  Commission  that 
would  remove  the  public  trust  and  Burton  Act  trust  from  approximately  22,600  square 
feet  of  unimproved  real  property  located  on  Seawall  Lot  330  at  the  corner  of  Bryant  and 
Beale  Streets,  and  would  place  the  public  trust  and  Burton  Act  trust  on  an 
approximately  10.348.77  acre  site  located  between  Maryland  Street,  Cesar  Chavez 
Street,  and  24th  Street,  on  the  eastern  portion  of  the  Western  Pacific  parcel. 
parcel:  and  adopting  findings  that  the  approved  actions  are  consistent  with  the  City's 
General  Plan  and  eight  Priority  Policies  of  City  Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  On  March  25,  2003,  by  Resolution  No.  03-28,  the  San  Francisco  Port 
Commission  approved  a  Lease  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  and  Lease  with  San 
Francisco  Cruise  Terminal,  LLC  ("SFCT")  relating  to  the  development  of  a  mixed-use  Cruise 
Terminal  project  at  Pier  30-32  ("Cruise  Terminal  Mixed  Use  Project")  and  development  of  the 
Brannan  Street  Wharf,  and  approved  a  Purchase  and  Sale  Agreement  (the  "Sale  Agreement") 
relating  to  the  sale  to  SFCT  of  an  approximately  22,600  square  foot  parcel  located  at  Seawall 
Lot  330  (the  "Condo  Site")  as  shown  on  Exhibit  A  to  the  Memorandum  to  Port  Commissioners, 
dated  June  1 8,  2003  (the  "Port  Memo"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  031434  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein,  for  development  of  a  condominium  project;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  15,  2003,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  its  authority  under 
Section  9.1 18(c)  of  the  City's  Charter  adopted  Resolution  No.  460-03,  approving  the  Lease 
and  Sale  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  terms  of  the  approved  Sale  Agreement,  the  City  would  sell  the 
Condo  Site  to  SFCT  for  its  appraised  fair  market  value  for  construction  of  a  condominium 

**San  Francisco  Port  Commission" 
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tower,  and  the  Port  would  participate  in  sales  proceeds  from  individual  condominium  units,  all 
of  which  funds  would  contribute  towards  SFCT's  construction  of  the  Brannan  Street  Wharf 
and  development  of  the  Cruise  Terminal  Mixed  Use  Project  on  Piers  30-32;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Condo  Site  consists  of  filled  tidelands  that  the  State  of  California 
transferred  to  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  in  1968  by  authorization  under  the  Burton  Act  (Stats, 
of  1968,  Ch.  1333),  and  is  therefore  encumbered  with  the  public  trust  for  commerce, 
navigation  and  fisheries  as  well  as  the  Burton  Act  trust  (collectively,  the  "Trust"),  which 
prohibits  the  sale  of  the  Condo  Site  and  development  of  residential  uses  thereon;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  condition  precedent  to  the  sale  of  the  Condo  Site  to  SFCT,  the  Sale 
Agreement  requires  the  City,  acting  through  the  Port  Commission,  to  remove  the  Trust  from 
the  Condo  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1987,  the  State  legislature  adopted  Chapter  310,  Statutes  of  1987 
("Chapter  310")  which,  among  other  matters,  authorizes  the  City,  subject  to  State  Lands 
Commission  approval,  to  exchange  City  property  subject  to  the  Trust  with  public  or  private 
entities  for  property  not  subject  to  the  Trust  if  the  City  determines  that  the  land  to  be 
exchanged  out  of  the  Trust  (1)  has  been  filled  and  reclaimed;  (2)  is  cut  off  from  access  to  the 
waters  of  the  Bay;  (3)  represents  a  relatively  small  portion  of  the  granted  tide  and  submerged 
lands;  (4)  is  no  longer  needed  or  required  for  the  promotion  of  the  Trust;  and  (5)  can  be 
removed  from  the  Trust  without  causing  any  substantial  interference  with  Trust  uses  and 
purposes,  and  further  requires  that  the  land  to  be  exchanged  into  the  Trust  must  have  a  value 
equal  to  or  greater  than  the  value  of  land  to  be  exchanged  out  of  the  Trust;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  has  identified  a  piece  of  real  property  held  by  it  that  is  not 
currently  subject  to  the  Trust,  which  would  serve  as  the  receiving  parcel  for  the  Trust,  which 
parcel  (the  "Receiving  Parcel")  consists  of  an  approximately  10.348.77  acre  portion  of  the 
property  commonly  referred  to  as  the  Western  Pacific  Parcel,  shown  on  Exhibit  B  to  tho  Port 
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Memoes  described  and  shown  on  Exhibits  A  and  B  to  the  Memo  to  Board  of  Supervisors. 
dated  September  22.  2003.  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  031434:  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  proposed  exchange  would  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  Chapter  310  for  the  following  reasons: 

1 .      The  Condo  Site  is  located  on  the  landward  side  of  the  1 00-foot  wide  Embarcadero, 
across  from  Piers  30-32.  The  property  was  filled  in  the  early  part  of  the  twentieth  century,  as 
part  of  the  Port's  program  of  reclaiming  lands  between  the  new  seawall  and  the  previously 
existing  City  waterfront,  for  the  purpose  of  moving  the  shoreline  toward  deeper  waters  and 
generating  revenues  used  to  support  the  improvement  of  the  harbor.  The  property  has  no 
access  to  the  waters  of  the  Bay  and  is  currently  in  interim  use  for  surface  parking  to  support 
downtown  office  and  neighborhood  housing.  At  approximately  22,600  square  feet,  the  Condo 
Site  encompasses  a  relatively  small  portion  (approximately  0.06%)  of  the  tide  and  submerged 
lands  granted  to  the  City. 

2.       The  Condo  Site  comprises  the  portion  of  Seawall  Lot  330  that  is  furthest 
removed  from  the  waterfront,  with  inland  frontage  on  Bryant  and  Beale  Streets,  and  is 
surrounded  by  residential  and  residential-serving  commercial  uses.  The  adjacent  high  density 
apartment  and  condominium  development  was  constructed  as  part  of  the  Rincon/South 
Beach  Redevelopment  Plan  following  the  Legislature's  enactment  of  Chapter  310,  which 
declared  Seawall  Lots  331 ,  332,  and  333  to  be  free  of  the  public  trust  and  the  use  restrictions 
of  the  Burton  Act.  The  Condo  Site  does  not  currently  provide  an  opportunity  for  the 
development  of  a  Trust-related  use  and  is  not  anticipated  to  do  so  in  the  future.  The  site  is  in 
an  undesirable  location  for  open  space  or  park  use,  being  cut  off  from  the  water,  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  Bay  Bridge,  and  adjoining  two  major  roadways.  The  primary  potential 
compatible  Trust  use  of  the  property,  as  a  hotel  serving  cruise  patrons  and  other  visitors  to  the 
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waterfront,  has  been  found  to  be  economically  infeasible  because  of  the  site's  distance  from 
the  City's  financial  district  or  tourist  areas  such  as  Fisherman's  Wharf,  the  limited  duration  of 
the  cruise  season,  and  the  economics  of  hotel  development  in  the  City.  The  most  appropriate 
and  economically  viable  use  for  the  Condo  Site  is  residential  use.  The  development  of 
housing  would  be  the  land  use  most  compatible  with  surrounding  uses.  Residential 
condominium  development  would  also  maximize  the  revenue  to  the  Trust  necessary  to 
finance  the  Cruise  Terminal  Mixed  Use  Project  and  Brannan  Street  Wharf  if  the  Trust  were 
lifted  off  the  site  pursuant  to  the  Exchange. 

3.       The  Receiving  Parcel  was  freed  of  the  Trust  in  1998  pursuant  to  an  exchange 
involving  the  redevelopment  of  Mission  Bay.  In  exchange  for  the  Port's  agreement  to  restrict 
the  use  of  certain  lands  in  the  Mission  Bay  area  to  open  space,  disputed  Trust  claims  on  the 
Western  Pacific  Parcel  were  settled  by  consolidating  the  Trust  on  a  125-foot  shoreline  band 
and  transferring  the  remainder  of  the  parcel,  then  owned  by  Catellus  Development 
Corporation,  to  the  Port  free  of  the  Trust.  The  Receiving  Parcel  comprises  the  area 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  shoreline  band.  The  remaining  17  upland  acres  of  the  Western 
Pacific  Parcel  are  currently  occupied  by  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway's  Metro  East 
maintenance  and  storage  facility  pursuant  to  an  MOU  with  MUNI  approved  by  the  Port. 
At  the  time  of  the  1998  exchange,  the  areas  of  the  Western  Pacific  Parcel  landward  of  the 
shoreline  band  appeared  to  be  of  questionable  value  to  the  Trust,  and  the  Port  seriously 
considered  these  areas  for  non-Trust  commercial  and  residential  development.  Since  the 
exchange,  however,  the  Port  has  made  significant  progress  in  its  maritime  marketing  activities 
along  the  southern  waterfront.  Over  the  last  five  years,  the  Port  has  reoriented  its  marketing 
approach  to  target  small  container  carriers  and  non-container  carriers,  which  can  be  handled 
in  combination  through  the  Pier  80  terminal  adjacent  to  the  Western  Pacific  Parcel.  This 
marketing  strategy  has  been  further  enhanced  by  the  partnership  and  close  coordination 
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between  the  Port  and  Marine  Terminals  Corporation,  which  manages  the  Pier  80  facility.  As  a 
result  of  this  strategic  shift,  the  Port  now  contracts  with  12  different  carriers  that  call  at  Pier  80. 
This  has  resulted  in  an  increased  demand  and  new  markets  in  the  surrounding  area  for 
maritime  and  other  waterfront-related  industrial  activities,  tn  view  of  these  changed 
circumstances,  the  Receiving  Parcel  is  considered  useful  and  necessary  for  Trust  purposes. 
Port  staff  has  prepared  a  report  discussing  the  changing  trust  needs  for  the  Western  Pacific 
Property  entitled  "The  Pier  80  Terminal  Complex:  Meeting  Cargo  Growth  Needs  at  the  Pier  80 
Omni  Terminal  and  former  Western  Pacific  Site."  A  copy  of  that  report  is  attached  as  Exhibit 
C  to  the  Port  Memo,  and  additional  materials  updating  that  report  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  031434  which  materials  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part 
of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein. 

4.       The  Condo  Site  and  the  Receiving  Parcel  were  each  appraised  at  their  fair 
market  vaiue  by  Clifford  &  Associates  in  "Appraisal  Report  -  Development  site,  Seawall 
Lot  330,  Bryant  Street/The  Embarcadero,  San  Francisco,  CA  (February,  2003)"  and 
"Appraisal  Report,  4-0.34  Acro8.77  Acre  portion  of  Western  Pacific  Site,  San  Francisco,  CA 
(SeptemberMav  2003)"  (collectively,  the  "Appraisal").  The  Appraisal  concludes  that  the 
Receiving  Parcel  has  a  total  net  present  value  of  $10.700.000.$9.438. 000.330. OOQt  and  that 
the  Condo  Parcel  has  a  total  net  present  value  of  $9,300,000,  for  a  net  surplus  of 
$1 .400.000$1 38.00030.000  in  increased  market  value  for  the  Trust.  The  Board  has  reviewed 
and  concurs  with  the  conclusions  set  forth  in  the  Appraisal,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Fiie  No.   031434     and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part 
of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  Charter  Section  9.1 18(c)  requires  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  of  sales 
or  other  transfers  of  City-owned  real  property;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  order  to  accomplish  the  proposed  Trust  exchange,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  wishes  to  approve  the  exchange  of  the  Trust  on  the  material  terms  set  forth  in  the 
Port  Memo  (the  "Exchange"),  and  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Exchange  Agreement  which 
is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  031434      ,  which  is  hereby

Dated  Date;  provided,  however,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Bond,  interest  is  in 
default  on  the  Bonds,  such  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which 
interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Bonds  or  from  the 
Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Bond 
shall  be  paid  by  check  mailed  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the 
registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  interest  payment  date  is  a 
day  that  banks  in  California  and  New  York  are  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall 
be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day"),  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
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$1 ,000,000  of  the  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a 
Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a 
commercial  bank  located  within  the  continental  United  States.  For  so  long  as  Cede  &  Co.  or 
its  registered  assigns  is  the  registered  owner  of  all  of  the  Bonds,  payment  shall  be  made  by 
wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds  to  Cede  &  Co. 

The  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  March  15,  2008  (or  such  other  date  as  shall  be 
designated  in  a  certificate  of  the  Director  of  Public  Finance)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity.  The  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  March  15,  2009  (or  such  other 
date  as  shall  be  designated  in  a  certificate  of  the  Director  of  Public  Finance)  may  be  subject  to 
optional  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  stated  maturities,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  from 
any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a  whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be 
redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City  and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after  March  15, 
2008  (or  such  other  aate  as  shall  be  designated  in  a  certificate  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  a  percentage  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the 
first  year  the  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption  price  declining 
to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1%  annually),  as  designated  in  a  certificate  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance,  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  redemption. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  for 
which  the  successful  bidder  therefor  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with 
respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Bonds  subject  to 
mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  in  the  successful  bid  that  shall  be  awarded  by  the 
Controller  of  the  City  (the  "Controller")  prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds.  The  principal  and 
interest  on  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond  Account 
pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption,  at  any  time  prior  to 
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the  selection  of  the  Bonds  for  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the 
Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of 
Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices 
not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  brokerage  and  other  charges  but 
excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  Crty  may  determine. 

The  date  on  which  the  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for 
redemption  is  herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  Notice  of  any  redemption  of 
Bonds  shall  be  mailed,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  thereof  at  the 
addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than 
sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the 
redemption  date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates  of  maturity  of  the  Bonds 
and,  if  lesS'than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of 
the  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only, 
the  respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof,  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP 
number,  if  any,  of  each  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Bonds  be  surrendered  by 
the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that 
interest  on  such  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated  redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  not  be  a) 
condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect  in  such 
notice  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds  or  the  I 
cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  the  redemption  date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
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or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  1 8  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Bond  in 
accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem 
any  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account 
to  be  described  or  known  as  the  "Settlement  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  2003-R1  Redemption 
Account"  (the  "Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the  redemption  date  there  must  be  set 
aside  in  said  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem 
as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption.  Said 
moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  and  shall  be 
applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  to  payment  for  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon 
presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  redemption 
date  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the 
Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Redemption  Account  shall  be 
invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  ot 
General  Fund  moneys  or  pursuant  to  any  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  refunding 
bonds  or  escrow  agreement  relating  thereto.  If,  after  all  of  the  Bonds  have  been  redeemed 
and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  said  Redemption  Account,' 
said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  provided,  however,  that  if 
said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 
/// 
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When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein, 
and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Redemption  Account,  as 
provided  herein,  the  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Bonds  at  the 
place  specified  In  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said 
redemption  price  out  of  said  Redemption  Account,  no  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Bonds 
called  for  redemption  after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Bonds  shall 
look  for  payment  of  such  Bonds  only  to  said  Redemption  Account.  All  Bonds  redeemed  shall 
be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

The  City  shall  have  the  right  to  rescind  any  optional  redemption  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to: the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  recission  to  be 
given  to  the  owners  of  all  Bonds  previously  called  for  redemption  prior  to  the  redemption  date. 
Any  notice  of  optional  redemption  shall  be  canceled  and  annulled  if  for  any  reason  funds  are 
not  available  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  of  the  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  then  called 
for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption,  whether  resulting  from  the  exercise  of  the  ' 
City's  discretion  or  from  the  unavailability  of  sufficient  funds,  shall  be  given  in  the  same 
manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally  provided.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any 
Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure 
to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Bond  Account.  Monies  appropriated  from  the  City's  General  Fund  in 
accordance  with  Section  3  of  this  Resolution  shall  be  deposited  in  a  special  account  to  be 
designated  as  the  "Refunding  Settlement  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  2003-R1  Bond  Account'' 
(the  "Bond  Account").  Such  account  shall  be  administered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  kept 
separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts.  Pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer 
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may  establish  such  additional  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account  or  with  any 
agent,  including  but  not  limited  to  any  paying  agent  or  fiscal  agent,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  In  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Bonds. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  also  deposit  in  the  Bond  Account  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
the  Bonds,  any  moneys  received  on  account  of  interest  accrued  on  the  Bonds  to  the  date  of 
payment  of  the  purchase  price  thereof,  and  such  other  moneys,  if  any,  as  may  be  specified  in 
this  Resolution  or  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

(a)  interest.  On  or  before  March  1 5  and  September  1 5  in  each  year  that  any  Bond  is 
outstanding,  commencing  March  15,  2004  (or  such  other  dates  as  shall  be  designated  in  a 
certificate  of  the  Director  of  Public  Finance),  the  City  Treasurer  shall  transfer  from  the  General 
Fund  and  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  amount 
contained  in  the  Bond  Account  on  that  date,  if  any,  will  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of 
the  interest  becoming  due  and  payable  on  the  Bonds  outstanding  on  such  interest  payment 
date. 

(b)  Principal   On  or  before  March  15  in  each  year  that  any  Bond  is  outstanding, 
commencing  March  15,  2004  (or  such  other  dates  as  shall  be  designated  in  a  certificate  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance),  the  City  Treasurer  shall  transfer  from  the  General  Fund  and  set 
aside  in  the  Bond  Account  an  amount  which  will  be  equal  to  the  principal  on  the  Bonds 
outstanding  that  will  become  due  and  payable  on  such  March  15,  including  those  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  such  date  pursuant  to  this  Resolution. 

Unless  other  provisions  shall  have  been  made  pursuant  to  this  Resolution  for  the 
payment  of  any  Bond,  all  moneys  in  the  Bond  Accouni  shall  be  used  and  withdrawn  by  the 
City  Treasurer  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds,  or  for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  if  permitted  by  this  Resolution,  as  the  same  shall 
become  due  and  payable.  When  all  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been 
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paid,  any  monies  then  remaining  in  said  account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of 
the  City. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  is 
due,  including  any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Bond  Account  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on 
the  Bonds  on  such  date.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Payment  Account 
(as  defined  in  Section  10  hereof)  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the  option  of  the 
City,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Redemption  Account,  from 
amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys 
contained  in  the  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  and  any  premium  on 
the  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment 
of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption  premium  on  the  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or 
convenient  to  permit  the  optional  redemption  of  the  Bonds.  Amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account 
may  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for 
investment  of  General  Fund  monies  or  pursuant  to  any  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of 
refunding  bonds  or  escrow  agreement  relating  thereto.  The  City  Treasurer  may  commingle 
any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment 
purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Bond  Account  hereunder 
shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  by  the  City 
Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Payment  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  an  account  to  be 
designated  as  the  "Refunding  Settlement  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  2003-R1  Payment 
Account"  (the  "Payment.  Account"),  The  Payment  Account  shall  be  maintained  by  the  City 
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Treasurer,  as  a  separate  account,  segregated  and  distinct  from  all  other  accounts.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  establish  such  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Payment  Account  as  may 
be  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Bonds. 

A  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  by  the  City 
Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Payment  Account  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  pay  the 
cost  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds  as  set  forth  in  Section  4  hereof.  Cost  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds 
shal!  include  without  limitation,  bond  ana  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication 
expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  and  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  escrow  agents, 
registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel.  When  such  objects  and  purposes  have 
been  accomplished,  any  moneys  remaining  in  such  account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Bond 
Account  established  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  any  Bond. 

All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Payment  Account  shail  be  deposited 
in  the  Bond  Account.  Amounts  held  in  the  Payment  Account  may  be  invested  by  the  City 
Treasurer  pursuant  tc  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  Genera!  Fund 
monies.  The  City  Treasurer  may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Payment  Account 
into  a  separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the 
moneys  held  in  the  Payment  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately 
notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  11.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  provisions  of  Sections  6.  7,  8  and  9  relating  to  payments  and  redemption 
notices  to  owners  of  the  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of 
such  depository  .  The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a 
beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with 
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respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the; 
Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant 
therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Bonds; 
(iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with 
respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the 
Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depositor/  as  the  owne 
of  the  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable 
law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent 
fiscal  agent,  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  al-l 
;  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents 
shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12,  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Bonds  may 
be  provided  for  prior  to  maturity  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any 
commercial  bank  or  trust  company  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent 
with  respect  thereto): 

(a)      An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  such  Bonds  or  portion 
thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case  of  Bonds 
which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable 
election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be 
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deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the 
redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date;  or 

(b)      Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  maturing 
and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts,  together  with  cash,  if  required, 
as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant 
be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the 
redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium  due,  on  the  Bonds  to  be  paid 
or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the 
Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice 
shall  have  been  made  by  the  City; 
then,  ali  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Bonds  shall  cease  and 
terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  i 
deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Bonds  all 
sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of 
nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12.  "Defeasance  Securities''  shall  mean  any  of  the  followinc 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the 
moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined):  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the 
following  conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to 
maturity,  or  the  trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling 
and  redemption  and  the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other 
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than  as  set  forth  in  such  instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash 
and/or  United  States  Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  j 
Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow  fund)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the 
municipal  obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States 
Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the 
trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  "AAA"  by  S&P  and 
"Aaa"  by  Moody's. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds 
which  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry 
form  or  (ii)-any  security  issued  by  any  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of 
America  which  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund 
being  rated  "AAA"  by  Standard  &  Poor's  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's.

WHEREAS,  The  residents  of  San  Francisco  should  expect  city  government  to  respond 
quickly  and  effectively  to  address  their  needs,  and  in  particular,  a  right  to  customer  service 
that  allows  them  to  easily  access  city  services,  track  the  city's  progress  on  their  requests  and 
to  get  their  needs  met  quickly;  and 

WHEREAS,  Today,  San  Franciscans  in  need  of  city  services  face  a  confusing  array  of 
1 40  different  city  departments  or  agencies  that  are  listed  on  the  city's  website  and  posts 
thousands  of  phone  numbers  and  city  employees;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  currently  over  77  general  information  numbers  and  32  Teletype 
lines  that  operate  only  during  business  hours,  and  can  often  perpetuate  that  access  to  city

Emergency  Communications  Department  every  year,  almost  70%  are  for  non-emergencies;

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  city  agencies  lack  a  shared  database  that  allows  for 
problem  resolution  between  departments  when  a  citizen's  request  affects  more  than  one  city

WHEREAS,  In  2000,  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  implemented  its  CitiStat  program 
and  has  since  experienced  a  dramatic  improvement  in  the  performance  of  its  city  agencies, 
has  saved  the  city  millions  of  dollars,  and  has  assisted  the  city  government  to  become  more 
efficient  and  effective;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CitiStat  would  allow  for  city  agencies  of  San  Francisco  to  collect 
information  and  evaluate  performance  of  a  wide  variety  of  city  functions  and  concerns,  such 
as  crime  fighting,  lead  paint  violations,  vacant  buildings,  food  inspections,  pothole  repair,  and 
summer  recreation  programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Department  of  Telecommunications  and  Information 
Services  already  possesses  the  basic  technology  architecture  and  expertise  needed  to 


implement  CitiStat;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Regular  CitiStat  meetings  would  enable  the  mayor  and  department  heads 
to  review  departmental  data,  identify  problem  areas,  share  information  and  ideas,  develop 
plans  to  address  those  problems,  review  actions  taken  since  previous  meetings,  and 
ultimately  measure  results;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  key  tenants  of  CitiStat  are  accurate  and  timely  intelligence,  effective 
tactics  and  strategies,  rapid  response,  and  relentless  follow-up;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Baltimore  found  that  after  implementing  CitiStat,  reduction  in  chronic 
absenteeism  among  city  employees  saved  the  city  $6  million  per  year,  the  number  of  illegal 
dumping  sites  in  the  city  fell  from  2,700  to  fewer  than  200,  and  97  percent  of  all  potholes  were 
filled  in  within  48  hours  of  a  citizen  phoning  to  report  them;  and, 

WHEREAS,  With  an  initial  investment  of  $20,000  to  purchase  software  and  renovate  a 
room  at  City  Hall,  combined  with  an  estimated  annual  operating  expense  of  $400,000,  CitiStat 
has  already  saved  Baltimore  more  than  $43  million  in  the  first  two  years  of  its  operation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CitiStat  would  utilize  data  from  the  same  customer  relationship 
management  database  as  a  new  non-emergency  31 1  system  currently  under  consideration  by 
several  city  agencies  and  city  officials  in  San  Francisco  to  track  citizen  requests  and  provide 
them  with  information  on  how  quickly  and  effectively  city  agencies  are  responding;  now, 
therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994,  Part  7  of 
Division  18  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  commencing  with  Section  36600, 
(the  "Law")  authorizes  cities  to  establish  property  and  business  improvement  districts  within 
business  districts  to  promote  the  economic  revitalization  and  physical  maintenance  of  such

WHEREAS,  The  Law  authorizes  cities  to  levy  and  collect  assessments  on  real  property 
within  such  districts  for  the  purpose  of  providing  improvements  and  promoting  activities  that 
specially  benefit  real  property  within  such  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Articles  XIIIC  and  XIIID  of  the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of 
the  California  Government  Code  impose  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements 
relating  to  assessments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  passage  of  Resolution  No.  61-99,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  January 
1999,  authorized  the  establishment  of  a  property  and  business  improvement  district  known  as 
the  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  Union  Square  Business 
Improvement  District  has  provided  substantial  benefits  to  the  property  owners  within  the 
District  and;  and

WHEREAS,  A  Management  District  Plan  entitled  the  "Union  Square  Business 
Improvement  District  Management  Plan"  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  containing  all  of  the  information  required  by  Section  36622  of  the  Law, 
including  a  description  of  the  modified  boundaries  for  the  district,  and  the  cost  of  such 
improvements  and  activities;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1 .     Pursuant  to  Sections  36621  (a)  of  the  Law,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
declares  its  intention  to  renew  the  property  and  business  improvement  district  designated  as 
the  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District  ("the  District"),  including  the  modified 
boundaries  set  forth  in  this  Resolution,  and  to  levy  and  collect  assessments  against  lots  and 
parcels  in  the  District  for  five  years,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2004-2005,  beginning  July  1 , 
2004  and  ending  June  30,  2009,  for  the  costs  and  incidental  expenses  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  the  District  that  have  been  determined  to  specially  benefit  the  assessed 
properties,  subject  to  approval  by  a  majority  (weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial 
obligations  of  the  property)  of  the  property  owners  in  the  District. 

Section  2.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Management  District 
Plan,  including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  maintaining  the  services  set  forth  therein  and  the 
assessment  of  said  costs.  A  copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
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the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  031277.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  make  the 
Management  District  Plan  and  other  documents  related  to  the  District  available  to  the  public 
for  review  during  normal  business  hours,  Monday  through  Friday  8:00  a.m.  through  5:00  p.m., 
excluding  legal  holidays. 

Section  3.     The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  renewed  District  are  as  set  forth  in  the 
map  entitled  "Proposed  Boundaries  of  the  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District,  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,"  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  031277  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  boundaries  of  the 
renewed  District  are  the  same  as  the  boundaries  of  the  existing  district,  except  that  the 
southern  boundary  has  been  extended  to  encompass  all  parcels  on  the  south  side  of  Market 
Street  between  5th  Street  on  the  west,  and  4th  Street  on  the  east,  as  well  as  the  first  parcel 
on  Market  Street  east  of  4th  Street;  the  western  boundary  has  been  extended  to  include  those 
parcels  on  the  east  side  of  Cyril  Magnin  north  of  Ellis  Street  and  south  of  O'Farrell  Street;  and 
the  eastern  boundary  has  been  extended  by  adding  one  parcel  adjoining  the  existing  District 
boundary  on  the  south  side  of  Geary  Street  between  Stockton  and  Grant  Streets.

A  public  hearing  on  the  renewal  of  the  District,  with  the  modification  of 
boundaries  set  forth  in  this  Resolution,  and  the  levy  and  collection  of  assessments  starting 
with  fiscal  year  2004-2005  and  continuing  through  fiscal  year  2008-2009  shall  be  conducted 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  Docombor  9.  2003  at  3  p.m.  December  16.  2003  at  4  p.m. 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  matter  may  be  heard,  in  the  Board's  Legislative  Chambers, 
Second  Floor,  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California,  94102.  At 
this  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hear  testimony  regarding  the  proposed 
renewal  and  modification  of  boundaries  of  the  district,  including  testimony  from  all  interested 
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persons  for  or  against  renewal  of  the  District,  the  extent  of  the  District,  and  the  furnishing  of 
specific  types  of  service,  improvements  or  activities.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  waive 
any  irregularity  in  the  form  or  content  of  any  written  protest,  and  at  the  public  hearing  may 
correct  minor  defects  in  the  proceedings.  All  protests  submitted  by  affected  property  owners 
and  received  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  the  public  input  portion  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be 
tabulated  to  determine  whether  a  majority  protest  exists. 

Section  5.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  Notice  of 
Public  Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  031277. 

Section  6.     The  proposed  improvements  and  activities  for  the  District  include 
providing  security,  sanitation,  street  and  sidewalk  cleaning  and  other  municipal  services 
supplemental  to  those  normally  provided  by  the  City,  marketing,  and  other  improvements  and 
activities  which  benefit  businesses  and  real  property  located  in  the  District. 

Section  7.     Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  renewal  of  the  District,  the 
City  currently  provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It 
is  the  intent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the 
District  with  the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  these  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  The 
renewal  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same  level  of 
service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas  of  the 
City  during  the  duration  of  the  District. 

Section  8.     The  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  fiscal  year  2004- 
2005  is  $979,815.  The  amount  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  subsequent  years  up  through 
fiscal  year  2008-2009  may  be  increased  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  by 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in 
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the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  3  percent, 
whichever  is  greater. 

Section  9.     The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  as 
provided  in  Section  53753  of  the  Government  Code,  Section  4  of  Article  XIIID  of  the  California 
Constitution,  Section  16.1 12  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  67.7-1  of  the  San

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is  not  the  intent  of  the  Board  to  vary  in  any  way  from  the  requirements  of  Articles  XIIIC  and 
XIIID  or  the  Proposition  218  Omnibus  Implementation  Act. 

Section  2.     Definition  of  Assessment.  Proposition  218  defines  "assessment" 
as  any  levy  or  charge  upon  real  property  by  an  agency  for  a  special  benefit  conferred  upon 
the  real  property.  "Assessment"  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  "special  assessment,"  "benefit 
assessment,"  "maintenance  assessment"  and  "special  assessment  tax."  Under  this  definition, 
an  assessment  which  is  not  a  charge  upon  real  property  for  a  special  benefit  conferred  upon 
the  real  property  is  not  an  "assessment"  for  purposes  of  Article  XIIID,  section  2(b)  of  the 
California  Constitution. 

Section  3.  Assessment  Ballot  Proceeding.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Elections  ("Director  of  Elections")  shall  be  responsible  for  the  content  and  the  conduct  of  the 
ballot  proceeding  governed  by  this  resolution.  The  following  procedure  shall  be  used  for  the 
assessment  ballot  proceeding  required  by  article  XIIID,  section  4  of  the  California  Constitution 
for  the  proposed  renewal  of  the  Union  Square  Business  Improvement  District; 

A.  Amount  of  Assessment.     Only  special  benefits  are  assessable.  The 
amount  of  each  assessment  shall  not  exceed  each  parcel's  proportionate  share  of  the  public 
improvement  or  property  related  service  based  upon  that  parcel's  special  benefit  from  the 
improvement  or  service.  The  amount  shall  be  proportional  to  and  no  greater  than  the  benefits 
conferred  on  the  property. 

B.  Special  Benefit.  For  purposes  of  determining  the  amount  of  the 

assessment: 

1 .       Special  benefit  means  a  particular  and  distinct  benefit  over  and 
above  the  general  benefits  conferred  on  real  property  located  in  the  assessment  district  or  to 
the  public  at  large; 
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2.  Special  benefits  are  those  which  the  property  assessed  receives, 
due  to  the  improvement  or  service,  in  excess  of  the  genera!  public  benefit; 

3.  The  fact  that  other  property  within  the  City  and  County  or  within  the 
area  may  be,  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent,  specially  benefited  by  the  improvement  or  service, 
will  not  have  the  effect  of  depriving  assessed  property  of  its  character  as  specially  benefited 
property. 

4.  Special  benefit  is  immediate  and  of  such  character  as  can  be  seen 
and  traced.  General  benefits  are  remote  and  sometimes  contingent. 

C.  Engineer's  Report.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  direct  the  filing  of  an 
engineer's  report  which  shall  comply  with  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections 
33600  et  seq.  and  article  XIIID  of  the  California  Constitution.  The  engineer's  report  shall 
explain  the  special  benefit,  as  defined  in  section  3B  of  this  resolution,  conferred  by  the 
improvement  or  property-related  service.  The  engineer's  report  shall  describe  the  general 
benefit  and  explain  how  it  will  be  funded. 

D.  Notice.        The  following  guidelines  shall  apply  to  giving  notice  of  an 

assessment: 

1 .  The  record  owner(s)  of  each  parcel  to  be  assessed  shall  be 
determined  from  the  last  equalized  secured  property  tax  assessment  roll.  If  the  property  tax 
roll  indicates  more  than  one  owner,  each  owner  shall  receive  notice.  Only  property  owners 
shall  receive  notice. 

2.  The  form  of  the  notice  of  hearing  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  Hie  No.  Q31277 

3.  The  notice  shall  be  sent  at  least  forty  five  (45)  days  prior  to  the 
date  set  for  the  public  hearing  on  the  assessment. 
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4.  The  notice  provided  by  this  resolution  and  in  accordance  with 
article  XIIID,  section  4  of  the  California  Constitution,  Section  53753  of  the  Government  Code, 
Section  16.1 12  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  and  Section  67.7-1  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  shall  supersede  and  be  in  lieu  of  notice  required  by  any  other  statutes  to 
levy  or  increase  an  assessment,  including,  but  not  limited  to  the  notice  required  by  the  state 
statute  authorizing  the  assessment  and  Government  Code  section  54954.6. 

5.  Failure  of  any  person  to  receive  notice  shall  not  invalidate  the 

proceedings. 

6.  The  cost  of  providing  notice  shall  be  included  as  a  cost  of  the 

assessment  district. 

E.       Assessment  Ballot  Procedures.  The  following  procedures  shall  apply  to 
the  assessment  ballot: 

1 .  The  ballot  required  by  article  XIIID,  section  4(d)  of  the  California 
Constitution  shall  be  mailed  to  all  property  owners  of  record  within  the  assessment  district  at 
least  forty-five  (45)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  assessment. 

2.  The  form  of  the  ballot  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  031277 

3.  All  ballots  must  be  returned  to  the  Director  of  Elections  by  mail  or 
in  person,  sealed  in  the  envelope  provided  with  the  ballot  not  later  than  the  date  for  return  of 
ballots  stated  on  the  notice  described  in  Subsection  D. 

5.       A  ballot  may  be  completed  by  the  owner  of  the  parcel  to  be 
assessed,  and  must  be  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury.  As  used  in  this  resolution,  the  term 
"owner"  includes  the  owner's  authorized  representative.  If  the  owner  of  the  parcel  is  a 
partnership,  joint  tenancy,  or  tenancy  in  common,  a  ballot  may  be  completed  by  any  of  the 
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general  partners,  joint  tenants,  or  tenants  in  common.  Except  as  set  forth  below,  only  one 
ballot  may  be  completed  for  each  parcel. 

6.  !f  a  parcel  has  multiple  owners,  any  owner  may  request  a 
proportional  assessment  ballot.  If  the  ownership  interest  of  the  owner  is  not  shown  on  the  last 
equalized  secured  property  tax  assessment  roll,  such  request  must  include  evidence, 
satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  Elections,  of  the  owner's  proportional  rights  in  the  parcel.  The 
Director  of  Elections  will  provide  the  proportional  ballot  to  the  owner  at  the  address  shown  on 
the  assessment  roll.  Any  request  for  a  ballot  to  be  mailed  to  another  location  must  be  made  in 
writing  and  must  include  evidence,  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  Elections,  of  the  identity  of 
the  person  requesting  the  ballot.  Each  proportional  ballot  will  be  marked  to  show  the  date  on 
which  the  ballot  was  provided,  to  identify  it  as  a  proportional  ballot  and  to  indicate  the  owner's 
proportional  rights  in  the  parcel.  The  Director  of  Elections  will  keep  a  record  of  each 
proportional  ballot  provided  to  an  owner. 

7.  Only  ballots  with  original  signatures,  not  photocopies,  will  be 

accepted. 

8.  If  a  ballot  is  lost,  withdrawn,  destroyed  or  never  received,  the 
Director  of  Elections  will  provide  a  duplicate  ballot  to  the  owner  upon  receipt  of  a  request  in 
writing  delivered  to  the  Director  of  Elections.  Such  requests  shall  be  delivered  to  Room  48, 
City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place  San  Francisco,  CA,  or  at  the  public  hearing  on  the 
proposed  assessment.  The  duplicate  ballot  will  be  marked  to  show  the  date  on  which  the 
ballot  was  provided  and  to  identify  it  as  a  duplicate  ballot  or  a  duplicate  proportional  ballot. 
The  same  procedure  applies  to  duplicate  ballots  or  duplicate  proportional  ballots  which  are 
lost,  withdrawn,  destroyed  or  never  received. 

9.  To  complete  an  assessment  ballot,  the  owner  of  the  parcel  must 
(1)  stamp  or  mark  the  appropriate  box  supporting  or  opposing  the  proposed  assessment,  and

(2)  sign,  under  penalty  of  perjury,  the  statement  on  the  ballot  that  the  person  completing  the 
ballot  is  the  owner  of  the  parcel  or  the  owner's  authorized  representative.  Only  one  box  may 
be  stamped  or  marked  on  each  ballot.  Ballots  must  be  completed  in  ink. 

10.  Only  ballots  provided  by  the  Director  of  Elections  will  be  accepted. 
Photocopies,  faxes,  and  other  forms  of  the  ballot  will  not  be  accepted. 

11.  A  ballot  may  be  returned  by  the  owner  of  the  parcel  or  by  anyone 
authorized  by  the  owner  to  return  the  ballot.  Ballots  may  be  mailed  to  the  address  indicated 
on  the  ballot.  The  Department  of  Elections  has  provided  postage  on  the  ballets.  Ballots  may 
also  be  delivered  in  person  to  the  Director  of  Elections,  Room  48,  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B. 
Goodlett  Place  San  Francisco,  CA  94102,  or  at  the  public  hearing  on  the  proposed 
assessment. 

12.  All  returned  ballots  must  be  received  by  the  Director  of  Elections 
prior  to  the  time  the  Board  of  Supervisors  closes  the  public  input  ponion  of  the  public  hearing 
on  the  proposed  assessment.  The  public  input  portion  of  the  public  hearing  may  be  continued 
from  time  to  time.  The  Director  of  Elections  will  stamp  on  each  ballot  the  date  of  its  receipt. 
The  Director  of  Elections  will  pick  up  mailed  ballots  at  3  p.m.  on  the  date  scheduled  for  the 
public  hearing.  To  ensure  that  mailed  ballots  are  received  by  the  Director  of  Elections  prior  to 
the  conclusion  of  the  public  input  portion  of  the  public  hearing,  mailed  ballots  must  be 
received  by  the  Director  of  Elections  prior  to  that  time.  Mailed  ballots  received  after  3  p.m.  on 
the  date  scheduled  for  the  public  hearing  will  only  be  counted  if  the  ballots  are  received  by  the 
Director  of  Elections  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  the  public  input  portion  of  the  public  hearing. 
The  City  and  County  makes  no  representation  as  to  whether  the  public  input  portion  of  the 
public  hearing  will  be  concluded  on  the  date  scheduled  for  commencement  of  the  public 
hearing  or  continued  to  a  later  date. 
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13.  After  returning  a  ballot  to  the  Department  of  Elections,  the  person 
who  signed  the  ballot  may  withdraw  the  ballot  by  submitting  a  written  statement  to  the  Director 
of  Elections,  Room  48,  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place  San  Francisco,  CA  94102,  or 
at  the  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  assessment,  directing  that  the  ballot  be  withdrawn. 
Such  statement  must  be  received  by  the  Director  of  Elections  prior  to  the  close  of  the  public 
input  portion  of  the  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  assessment,  if  any  ballot  has  been 
withdrawn,  the  person  withdrawing  the  ballot  may  request  a  duplicate  ballot.  The  Director  of 
Elections  will  retain  all  withdrawn  ballots  and  will  indicate  on  the  face  of  such  ballots  that  they 
have  been  withdrawn.  When  ballots  for  the  assessment  are  tabulated,  the  Director  of 
Elections  will  segregate  withdrawn  ballots  from  all  other  returned  ballots. 

14.  in  order  to  change  the  contents  of  a  ballot  that  has  been 
submitted,  the  person  who  has  signed  that  ballot  may  (1)  request  that  such  ballot  be 
withdrawn,  (2)  request  that  a  duplicate- ballot  be  issued,  and  (3)  return  the  duplicate  ballot  fully 
completed.  Each  of  these  steps  must  be  completed  according  to  the  procedures  set  forth 
above. 

15.  Only  ballots  which  are  completed  and  returned  in  compliance  with 
these  procedures  will  be  counted.  Ballots  received  by  the  Director  of  Elections  after  the  close 
of  the  public  input  portion  of  the  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  assessment  will  not  be 
counted.  Ballots  which  are  not  signed  by  the  owner  will  not  be  counted.  Ballots  with  no  boxes 
marked,  or  with  more  than  one  box  marked,  will  not  be  counted.  Ballots  withdrawn  in 
accordance  with  these  procedures  will  not  be  counted.  The  Director  of  Elections  will  keep  a 
record  of  each  proportional  or  duplicate  ballot  provided  to  an  owner  and  will  verify,  prior  to 
counting  any  duplicate  ballot,  that  only  one  ballot  has  been  returned  for  the  parcel  (or  for  the 
owner  in  the  case  of  proportional  baliots).  If  a  non-duplicate  ballot  (original)  has  been 
returned  and  not  withdrawn,  the  Director  of  Elections  will  count  the  non-duplicative  ballot  and 
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disregard  all  duplicate  ballots.  If  only  duplicate  ballots  have  been  returned,  the  Director  of 
Elections  will  count  the  earliest  provided  duplicate  ballot  and  disregard  the  later  provided 
duplicate  ballots.  If  an  owner  returns  both  a  non-proportional  ballot  and  a  proportional  ballot, 
the  Director  of  Elections  will  count  the  proportional  ballot  and  disregard  the  non-proportional 
ballot. 

16.  The  tabulation  of  ballots  will  be  performed  in  view  of  those  present 
at  the  public  hearing  following  the  close  of  the  public  input  portion  of  the  public  hearing.  The 
public  hearing  may  be  continued  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  tabulating  ballots. 
Ballots  shall  remain  sealed  until  the  tabulation  of  ballots  commences  following  the  close  of  the 
public  input  portion  of  the  public  hearing,  provided  that  a  ballot  may  be  submitted,  or  changed, 
or  withdrawn  by  the  person  who  submitted  the  ballot  prior  to  the  close  of  the  public  input 
portion  of  the  public  hearing.  Ballots  may  be  counted  by  hand,  by  computer  or  by  any  other 
tabulating  device. 

17.  Ballots  will  be  tabulated  by  adding  the  ballots  submitted  in 
opposition  to  the  assessment  and  adding  the  ballot  submitted  in  favor  of  the  assessment. 
Ballots  shall  be  weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligation  of  the  affected 
property;  provided,  however,  that  proportional  ballots  shall  be  weighted  in  accordance  with  the 
respective  ownership  interests  of  each  proportional  ballot  submitted.  If  one  or  more 
proportional  ballots  are  returned  for  a  parcel  and  a  non-proportional  ballot  is  returned  for  the 
parcel,  the  non-proportional  ballot  will  either  be  disregarded  (if  the  same  owner  has  returned  a 
proportional  ballot)  or  treated  as  a  proportional  ballot  (if  the  same  owner  has  not  returned  a 
proportional  ballot). 

18.  Ballots  may  be  tabulated  by  the  Director  of  Elections,  or  by 
Department  of  Elections  staff  authorized  by  the  Director  to  do  so. 
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19.  The  results  of  the  tabulation  will  be  announced  following  the 
completion  of  the  tabulation  and  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  meeting. 
If  ballots  submitted  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  assessment  exceed  the  ballots  submitted  in 
favor  of  the  assessment  (as  tabulated  above),  the  assessment  will  not  be  imposed. 

20.  In  the  event  of  a  dispute  regarding  whether  the  signer  of  a  ballot  is 
the  owner  of  the  parcel  to  which  the  ballot  applies,  the  Director  of  Elections  will  make  such 
determination  from  the  last  equalized  assessment  roll  and  any  evidence  of  ownership 
submitted  to  the  Director  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  the  public  hearing.  The  Director  of 
Elections  will  be  under  no  duty  to  obtain  or  consider  any  other  evidence  as  to  ownership  of 
property  and  the  Director's  determination  of  ownership  will  be  final  and  conclusive.  In  the 
event  of  a  dispute  regarding  whether  the  signer  of  a  ballot  is  an  authorized  representative  of 
the  owner  of  the  parcel,  the  Director  of  Elections  may  rely  on  the  statement  on  the  ballot 
signed  under  penalty  of  perjury,  that  the  person  completing  the  ballot  is  the  owner's 
authorized  representative  and  on  any  evidence  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Elections  prior  to 
the  conclusion  of  the  public  hearing.  The  Director  of  Elections  will  be  under  no  duty  to  obtain 
or  consider  any  other  evidence  as  to  whether  the  signer  of  the  ballot  is  an  authorized 
representative  of  the  owner  and  the  determination  by  the  Director  of  Elections  will  be  final  and 
conclusive. 

21 .  During  and  after  the  tabulation  the  assessment  ballots  shall  be 
treated  as  disclosable  public  records,  and  shall  be  equally  available  for  inspection  by  the 
proponents  and  opponents  of  the  proposed  assessment.  The  Director  of  Elections  shall 
establish  appropriate  and  reasonable  administrative,  technical,  and  physical  safeguards  to 
ensure  the  security  and  confidentiality  of  the  ballots  until  such  time  as  they  are  open  to  public 
inspection. 

F.       Public  Hearing. 
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1 .  At  the  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  hear  all  public 
testimony  regarding  the  proposed  assessment  and  accept  ballots  until  the  close  of  the  public 
hearing. 

2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  impose  reasonable  time  limits  on 
the  length  of  each  speaker's  testimony. 

3.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  the  Director  of  Elections  shall 
complete  tabulation  of  the  ballots,  including  those  received  during  the  public  hearing. 

4.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  tabulate  the  ballots  that  evening,  or  if 
additional  time  is  necessary  for  public  testimony,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  continue  the 
hearing  until  a  later  date  to  receive  additional  testimony  or  information,  or  to  finish  tabulating 
the  ballots. 

Section  4.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  "Procedures 
for  the  Completion,  Return,  and  Tabulation  of  Assessment  Ballots  for  the  Union  Square 
Business  Improvement  District"  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in
